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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1-13 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 , it 
appears that certain phrases in the claim lacks proper wording. For example, the 
phrase "two upper layers of two first double layer blocks" should read - two upper 
layers of the two first double layer blocks -- . Applicant is requested to thoroughly 
review the claims to appropriate corrections, accordingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Regarding claim 1 , the specification fails to describe how the stickers are 
adhered to the blocks to facilitate the performing as described and claimed. For 
example, it is not clear how the blocks, having the sticker adhered thereto, turn about 
two parallel axes endlessly. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , it is not clear how the stickers are adhered to the blocks to 
facilitate the performing as described and claimed. For example, it is not clear how the 
blocks, having the sticker adhered thereto, turn about two parallel axes endlessly. 

Regarding claim 6, it is not clear if the "two outer stickers" recited in line 1 are the 
same as two of the four outer stickers recited in line 2 of claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 8, it is not clear if the "two inner stickers" recited in line 1 are 
the same as two of the four inner stickers recited in line 3 of claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 10-13, in several instances, the claims recite the assembly has 
a section of a particular shape. It is not clear if the section of the assembly has a shape 
of that particular shape. In other words, for example, it is not clear if the section of the 
assembly has a shape as a polygon. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims having all the elements of claim 1 and which is definite per the conditions 
set forth in 35 USC 1 12, 1 st and 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph would be considered to 
avoid the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Abu-Shumays et al teaches a star prism puzzles generalized. 
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Morosow et al teaches rotating amusement device. Nesis teaches amusement device 
of shifting block type. Hrsel et al teaches a three-dimensional puzzle.
